Board of Public Improvements De- 
clares Reduction Plant Must Be 
That Distance From City. 


The Board of Public Improvements 
proved the new ordinance to govern 
garbage contract, Friday, and this bill, 
fourth that has been prepared within 
past few ‘weeks, will go at once to 
Municipal Assembly. 

The bill provides that tha reduction plant 
shali be at least 15 miles from the city lim 
its. This provision is believed to have 
been made at the request of, citizens of 
both North and South S8t. Auis, who 
feared that they were to fall heir to un- 
welcome odors. If the plant is established, 
as it probably will be, near the river, the 
garbage will be transported by boat, 
though the ordinace makes no mention of 
this. 

The bill also provides that the “contract 
shall become effective on approval thereof 
by the City Council, and shall become op- 
erative at date designated by the Board of 


Public Improvements. 

The new ordinance, tn one section, says 

“The Board of Public Improvements is 
authorized to enter into an emergency con- 
tract pending the letting of a new contract 
in case of failure of the contractor to ful- 
fill the terms of said contract.”’ 

A bond of $650,000 will be required of the 
contractor.

HOW TO PRONOUNCE ORIENTAL’ 
WAR NAMES, BY HAJIME OTA 


World’s Fair Commissioner From the 
Mikado’s Domain Furnishes the 
Information for Post- 
Dispatch Readers. 


Readers of the Post-Dispatch war news 
will find the following key to the pronun- 
ciation of Japanese, Chinese and Corean 
geographical names interesting and in- 
structive. It was prepared for the Post- 
Dispatch by the Japanese World's Fair 
commissioner:

Japanese geographical names 
nounced by Japanese with little accent, 
as arule.

There is little slurring of syllables; the 
divisions are distinct, and as a rule, both 
the final letter of a syllable and the first 
letter of the following one retain their 
distinct pronunciation. 

This leads Americans frequently to sup- 
pose that another sound has been intro- 
duced between the syllables. Take the 
name, ‘“Tokio.’’ It is pronounced “To- 
kyo'’—the “o’’ in the first syllable and the 
“*k’’ in the second being given such in- 
dividual pronunciation that when spoken 
rapidly it sounds to the unaccustomed 
ear much like ‘“Toa-kyoh.”’ 

“F’’ is not spoken distinctly when it be- 
gins the first syllable and is followed by 
‘‘u,”” as in Fukuoko.”’ This word is pro- 
nounced ‘‘Foo-kwoo-o-kah,’’ the sound be- 
ing much as though it were “fKwoo-o- 
kah.”’ “H,’ when used ag the first letter 
‘u.” as in “‘Fukuoko.’’ This word is pro- 
nounced as “sh,’’ as In “Hiroshima’"’ (pro- 
nounced “She-ro-she-mah’’).

bullding of the annex would not. be per- 


mitted. 

In declaring her objections to the fire 
escapes, Mrs. Cairns stated that the fire 
escapes would serve as ladders, and that 
her pretty pupils would find it easy to 
evade the rules and escape out of their 
chamber windows for automobile and car- 
riage rides in the sentimental moonlight. 

She declared that every day, even with 
all the safeguards at present employed, 
she intercepted notes from gallant swains 
to her pretty pupils. and that the strict- 
est vigilance had to be employed to pre- 
vent the girls from going on larks and 
even eloping. 

It would be quite an easy matter, she 
said, for girls to climb down or young men 
to climb up the fire escapes and elope, and 
she was quite confident that the parents 
of her pupils would prefer to risk the re- 
mote danger of fire rather than accept the 
. very present danger that would come with 
fire escapes. 

Mr. Smith suggested that Mrs. Cairns 

ht equip the base of the fire escapes 
with steel cages, fitted with automatic 
burglar and police alarms, and prevent 
elopements in that way. She declared 
such a plan was not feasible.

Is “Nothing Doing.” 


FAIR COMMISSION CAN'T HELP 


Hatred of Russia and Love of Adven- 
ture Move Twenty Men to 
Seek Service.

These two forces constitute Japan's sec- 
ond line of defense against the Russians, 
who are marching over the Yalu into Corea. 

A first line of defense has been arranged. 

It is composed of picked troops who are 
lined up along the south bank of the 
Yalu. 

It is, Showever, considered most unlikely 
that this army will reach its destination in 
time to interest the invading Russians. 

The second line may fail to hold the in- 
vaders, in which case it is expected that a 
land battle would take place not far from 
Seoul. In any case, the Japanese prepara- 
tions are made with a view of closing in on 
any body of Russian troops that succeeds 
in forcing its way into the intérior of 
Corea. 

Mobilization of the army has been ef- 
fected without any hitch. The transporta- 
tion of soldiers and supplies by means of 
the railway from the interior to the coast 
is proceeding with clockwork precision.

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JAPAN AIMS TO 
ISOLATE PORT ARTHUR 
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Her Military Plana as They A 


LONDON, Feb. 12.—A military writer for 
a morning paper says: 
‘Japan, masking Port Arthur with her 


fleet, will try to break the neck of Russia's 
communications at New Chwang. There she 
would possess a splendid base and would 
cut the Manchurian railway upon the 
coast, and, -attacking at the treaty port 
with success, she would break wp all of 
Admiral Alexieff's dispositions, isolating the 
garrigon of Port Arthur from the troops in 
the Manchurian interior and both from the 
troops far away upon the Yalu. 


“Seoul is in Japan's hands, and for all 
practical purposes Corea has passed into 
her possession. ._RepBating the famous con- 
verging movement of the Chinese war, 
Japan has thrown troops upon both sides 
of the Corean coast. If she marches 
against the Russian army upon the Yalu, 
Japan can move simultaneously from Fu- 
San On the east coast and from Chemulpo 
on the west, with direct support of the 
fleet at Yalu itself. 

“The Czar’s troops at that point would 
risk a Sedan upon a minor scale. Sepa- 
rated by a week's march from the rail- 
way, and precariously relying upon cart 
transport, they could not be largely 
strengthened without denuding the rail- 
way itself or dangerously weakening the 
garrison at Port Arthur. Even then the 
increase in size of the army at the Yalu 
would still mean the ultimate probability 
of a Sedan upon a colossal scale. 

“Thus retreat in that quarter is perhaps 
as likely as resistance now that Russia 
is awakening to the desperate complexion 
even of her military outlook. 

“It is known that the Japanese have been 
massing troops at Pingyang and these are 
being marched north to meet the Russians 
along the Yalu river. Reinforcements are 
constantly being received by the com- 
mander of this Japanese force, which now 
constitutes a formidable army. In all 
several hundred field guns are ready for 
use with this division of the Japanese army 
to be used in sweeping down the Russian 
cavalry which is expected to attack in 
the continental fashion, and in fighting 
which the Japanese expect to astonish the 
Russians as much as they did when they 
torpedoed the Russian ships at Port Ar- 
thur.

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
during the past year Russia has been grad- 
ually shifting vessels from her western 
waters to the scene of probable hostilities 
in the far East. 

For instance, the Retvizan, the Varaig 
and the Cesarevitch, three of the vessels 
damaged on the first day's fighting near 
Port Arthur, were originally a part of the 
Baltic fleet. Again, included in the fleet 
are many vessels designed exclusively for 
inland waters and not fit for a voyage to 
the Orient. 

The chief base of the Baltic fleet is 
Kronstadt, which is heavily fortified, as 
are many other Baltic ports. The Gulf of 
Finland is usually blocked by ice from No- 
vember to April, whereby the operations of 
the fleet are impeded, but recently a new 
ice-free port has been made ready for the 
fleet. Considerable progress has been made 
in the past two or three years in the con- 
struction of ice-breaking vessels, and it 
is not likely that any of the fleet would 
be hopelessly tied up in thé Baltic if it 
were desired to get them out.

Clever Heavyweight Poses for Post- 


Talks of Time When He Fought in 
the Fields With Bare Knuckles. 


Robert Fitzsimmons, though he has 
fought more battles than any heavyweight 
in the world, held more championships 
than any heavy fighter now in the businegs, 
and been counted out of the game through 
retirement twice, is still able and willing to 
fight again—against one man, Jim Corbett. 

Fitz's ,ambition is not to fight, however. 

At 40 a life of battles leads to envious 
thoughts of retirement and ease, and Fitz 
would fain have this. The cafe that he 
sought here has not yet materialized; and 
an engagement at the Columbia for a 
week’s boxing exhibition may fill in the 
interim of waiting. 

Fitz is fond of talking about his early 
carver. Bob is a good talker if you draw 
him out. 

“My first start as a fighter,” he said 
yesterday, ‘“‘was in my school days, in 
Cornwall, England. We used to go out 
into the fields and have it out with bare 
knuckles, and if our faces were badly 
marred in the encounter we usually got the 
worst of the referee's decision at home. l 
don’t remember that-my pop ever asked 
if I licked the two Carney boys or not, but, 
however, that is another story,’ and the 
freckled one laughed at his reference to 
Corbett’s monologue. 

“Well, it was not long before I had won 
my tirst championship, and my appetite 
was whetted for further honors, when Jem 
Mace, the old champion, came along with 
a circus and helped to gratify my ambi- 
tion. A gold watch was offered to the best 
amateur in the tournament, and I was the 
first to enter. There was no fine distinction 
at that time between amateurs and pro- 
fessionals, and the question of weight was 
never mentioned. 

Mace, however, was & good fellow, and 
when he gave another tournament soon 
after, a better watch was put up for the 
prize, and I was invited to enter. 

‘There were 11 competitors. and [ was 
in for a fight sure, for | weighed then about 
one hundred and twenty-five pounds, an 
there were a lusty lot of scrayppers among 
the other 10. No limited round uts went, 
and a bout was finished only when one man 
was clearly knocked out. 

‘The first night I finished in from one to 
three rounds, and the second night put 
awav four more. I thought they should 
have given me the watch then. 

“On the third night I stacked up against 

a stocky, red-headed fellow like myself, 
who was larger in every way except that i 
had an advantage in reach. We fought 
eight rounds, and the house went wild with 
excitement,' for it was certainly a grand 
try-out for both of us. The finishing blow 
was a solar plexus like that which gave me 
the championship at Carson, and I have 
never landed it since that memorable night 
in Cornwall that I have not thought of my 
first great victory, for on the result of that 
firat knockout has been my success as a 
fighter. 
“Shortlv after this fight I became cham- 
pion of New Zealand, although I had to 
fight men of all weights and sizes to attain 
that honor.”’

~ OVER DEEP ABYSS 


With His Foot Caught Between Ele- 
vator Floor and Caging, Boy 


With the toe of one foot caught in the 
angle formed by the floor and caging of a 
Fullerton building elevator, and held there 
by the narrow space between the tenth 
floor of the building and the elevator floor, 
John Welger, aged 15, hung for five min- 
utes Tuesday afternoon and wondered if 
anyone would save him from falling 120 
feet to the bottom of the elevator shaft.

BEVIEW OF MERCANTILE TRADE 


Distribution of Goods at St. Louis De- 
clared to Be Greater Than 
. Last Year. 


NEW YORK. Feb. 12.—Special telegrams 
from correspondents of the International 
Mercantile Agency throughout the United 
States and Canada show that extreme cold 
wenthal is responsible for the check to dis- 
tribution of merchandise by railways, not- 
withstanding which the total volume of the 
same is greater at St. Louis and at St. 
Paul than a year ago. 

Baltimore bankers and merchants are ac- 
tively at work endeavoring to minimize the 
percentage of spring trade which might be 
directed to Philadelphia and New York by 
the fire. Orders have already been sent 
to New York for dry goods and to Pitts- 
burg for structural steel. 

War has ceased to influence the domestic 
stock market, but it has advanced the 

rices of silk, tea, beef, pork, wheat, and 

y sympathy other cereals. The money 
market has not thus far responded muc 
to the forthcoming withdrawal of govern- 
ment funds to meet anticipated Panama 
canal payments. nor to the extraordinarily 
heavy demands for accommodation by rail- 
roads and other corporations. Sales of 
Americans by London and the continent 
have left stocks dull and weaker. 

There is more request for structural and 
other torms of steel, and orders for rails 
placed by the Harriman roads at full pool 
peices point to the likelihood of $28 a ton 
eing maintained. 

There is a more favorable prospect for 
the mills on the reaction in the price of 
raw cotton since Feb. 1. The government 
report of cotton ginned to the middle of 
January dissipates the claim of a total 
crop of only 9,400,000 bales. 

Greatly needed rains have fallen in south- 
ern California and elsewhere in the south- 
western region. Minneapolis looks for in- 
creased exports over northwestern rail- 
roads to the Orient. 

Cunadian railroads have been unable to 
handle all the traffic offered, but this draw- 
buck is now being overcome. 

Several manufacturing plants had closed 
down owing to lack of coal, which railroads 
were unable to deliver. 

Trade in clothing, footwear and shoes has 
been excellent, surpassing previous seasons.

All days excepting Sundays are declared 
to be fast days. Those obliged to fast 
shall eat only one full meal daily. Those 
ersons not obliged to fast as provided for 
n the decree of the Holy See issued in 
18%. to run ten years, on account of health, 
work or other reasons, may eat all they de- 
sire except on Ember Saturday, Feb. 27, 
Holy Saturday, April 2, Fridays and Ash 
Wednesday. All persons.who have come to 
the .use of reason shall abstain from meat 
on Wednesdays and Fridays and Bmber 
Saturday and Holy Saturday. 

The age exemptions include all presons 
more than 60 and less than 21 years old.

Judge Declares Its Penalty Operates 
Inequitably for the Same 
Offense. 


WATERLOO, Io., Feb. 12.—In a decision 
sustaining a demurrer in the case of the 
state of Iowa against the Illinois Central, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and Great 
Western railways, indicted under a charge 
of conspiracy in fixing the amount of de- 
murrage charges, Judge Franklin C. Platt 
in the district court has declared the Iowa 
trust law unconstitutional, and finds for 
the defendant railways. 

Last August the three railways leading 
into Waterloo fixed a demurrage charge of 
$2 for every 24 hours a freight car was 
delayed in excess of 24 hours. It is belleved 
the railways were thereby amenable to a 
section of the code which provides that any 
persons of corporations entering into an 
agreement to fix the price of any article of 
merchandise or commodity shall. be guilty 
of conspiracy. 

Another section provides as a penalty a 
fine of not less than $10 nor more than 2 
per cent of the capital stock of the of- 
fending company or person. This section 
of the law, Judge Platt declares, is in con- 
travention of the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United States, and 
consequently unconstitutional. 

Under this section the minimum fine 
which could be imposed on the three rail- 
ways. would be $2,280,000 of which the 
county attorney would receive $450,000. The 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, being an 
Illinois corpcration, would also forfeit its 
frenchise in lowa ‘if convicted under this 
charge and the fine imposed might reach 
th? enormous figure of $19,995,000.
